Ketcham was pertormcd in Milwaukee 
on Sept. 24 by a Methodist minister. The 
latter's name she does not remember, 
but says he can be easily found in order 
that her claims to Mr. Ketcham's estate 
of r.IjOO,CMO may be established. 


Mrb. "Wallace is the widow of James 


R. Walkup, former mayor of Emporia, 
Kas., and wealthy. When he died in 
1SS3 under somewhat strange circum- 
stances his youthful bride was arrested 
and tried for murdering- him, but she 
was freed. She married him when siie 
was only 15 years old, although he wras 
almost (il). She was a widow at 17, and, 
to avoid unpleasant notoriety, she as- 
sumed the name of Wallace. Kho came 
to Chicago after she had spent consider- 
able money traveling in Europe and pur- 
chased a residence, which she furnished 
in splendid style. Of late she had been 
seen driving- in company with Mr. 
Ketcham, whose divorce from the sec- 
ond Mrs. Ketcham, a Toledo, O., society 
leader, was a sensation a few months 
ago. 


Mrs. Wallace, or Kotcham, declares 


that the certificate of he: marriage to 
the deceased, as well as his last will and 
testament, leaving all his estate to her, 
is locked up in a safety vault down town. 
"John desired that I should not tell his 
mother or his relatives of the marriage," 
she said, "but his brother, George, had 
been here to visit him before he died. 
John will be buried in my lot in Rose 
Hill cemetery, where I expect to lie be- 
side him when my time comes."

It is customary for searchers to go 


about among the pews in St. Patrick's 
Cathedral, in New York, after each 
service, to pick up the articles that 
have been lost or forgotten. 
Scarcely 


a day passes that something of value 
is nol turned over tci the information 
bureau by the searchers, and there is 
always on display at this buieau an 
assortment of gloves, 
handkerchiefs, 


umbrellas, and books. The most not- 
able 'finds" in this great church, how- 
ever, are babies. 


"There 
have 
been 
eighteen 
or 


twenty babies found here within my 
recollection," said Special Officer Rut- 
ledfre at the cathedral the other clay. 
"It js not an unusual thing to find one 
of them sleeping in a. pew after every- 
body else has left the church. 
They 


are very young babies, as a rule, and 
are undoubtedly abandoned 
deliber- 


ately. 1 suppose that in mosl cases 
the parents are too poor to take care 
of the little ones, and leave them hare 
because they don't know what else to i 
do with them. 
Sometimes we take j 


these deserted babies to the foundling j 
asyli ra and sometimes to the police 
station. 
I do not recall an instance j 


where the identity of any of theso 
wails has been discovered.

' A surprisingly large amount ol 


money is found in this cathedral," I 
continued Officer Rutledge.

asked the strange woman to kindly 
move to one side, which she did with- 
out saying a word. In that way the 
pocketbook, which contained consid- 
erable money, was recovered."

To be Attempted Thursday 


Afternoon Near the Ver- 


mont State Line. 


A WILLIAMSTOWN YOUNG MAM 


Will Try to Cross a Long and High 


Suspension Footbridge on His 


Bicycle. 
A Wager of $50.

If the conditions are favorable Thurs. 


day afternoon George Rounds of Williams- 
town will attempt a difficult and some- 
what dangerous feat on a wager, Near 
the state lino between Williamstown and 
Pownal is a footbridge over the Iloosac 
river leading to the JJanforth iarm, now 
occupied by Fred Russell. The bridge is 
made up of two wire cables upon which 
are crosspieoes and boards, the track for 
walking being not much over a foot wide. 
A wire is strung at each side of the bridge 
for people to take hold of to steady them- 
selves while crossing, and to walk the 
bridge is an undertaking which is not 
accomplished without considerable ner- 
vousness on the part of those who are not 
used to it. The bridge is about 100 feet 
long and from 15 to 20 feet above the 
river, and it is in constant motion when 
in use, swaying moro or less from side to 
side and sinking and risingunder the feet 
as a rope does under the feet of a rope- 
walker. 


Mr. Eounds, who is an expert wheel- 


man, 
will attempt to ride his bicycle 


across this bridge, and it will be readily 
understood that the feat will be no easy 
one to accomplish. He will use a handle 
bar only nine inches long, as there is not 
much elbow room between the side wires 
There is plenty of room under these wires 
to slide oft into the river in case of a fall, 
but Mr. Rounds, who is enough of an 
athlete to be known in his town as "The 
Indian," has no fear that he will not be 
able to save himself in case of accident. 


The wager is ?50 a side. The money is 


put up by a Bennington, Vt., man and a 
few men in this city. The North Adams 
men are backing Rounds, who will get $25 
if he successfully performs the feat. The 
event will undoubtedly draw a big crowd, 
as the perilous undertaking will be some- 
thing different from anything ever before 
seen in this part of the country.

and Remembers Lafay- 
ette's Visit To Pittsf ield. 


A FRIEND OF MARK HOPKINS 


Joseph L. Partridge of Brooklyn, N. Y., 
, is 94 Years Old and Remembers 


Interesting Things About Berk- 


shire. The First Horseback 


Ride on Saddle-Back. 


Joseph L. Partridge of Brooklyn, N. Y., 


94 years old, who was graduated at Wil- 
liams college in 1828, is the oldest liviaa 
graduate of the Berkshire institution. He 
is well preserved, with hearing more than 
ordinarilyaoute and eyesight keen enough 
to need no artificial aid,and full of interest 
in the life of today and of reminiscences 
of the interesting days of the past. His 
early years were identified with Western 
Massachusetts. He was born in Hatfleld 
in 1S04, and having helped hia father on 
the farm, in the hours he could spare 
from the village school, he entered Wil- 
liams college in 1824. 


He remembers and likes to talk of the 


visit Lafayette made to this country at 
about that time. The coming of the fa- 
mous French patriot who had done so 
much to make this republic possible wan 
heralded far and wide, and farmers left 
their fields, business men closed up their 
stores, factories were shut down, a general 
holiday was announced and the students 
of Williams college, accompanied by the 
president, journeyed in a stage coach to 
sbake the hand of Lafayette. It was a 
great occasion in the village of Pittsfield, 
and farmers drove miles and miles to 
catch a glirapse of the friend of Washing- 
ton. 


The year that Mr. Partridge entered 


Williams college Mark Hopkins was grad- 
uated from it; the former returned as 
tutor about 1830, and became an intimate 
and admiring friend of Dr. Hopkins. Mr. 
Partridge recalls a ride to the top of 
Saddle-Back with the doctor, who said 
"that that was the first time anyone had 
ever gone to the top of the mountain oil 
horseback. Once a year, about the time 
when the chestnut burrs began to fall and 
open upon the ground, the college hai? a 
mountain day, when the students walked 
to the hills. It was mountain day when 
we took that ride and the view of the 
surrounding country was magnificent." 
Mr. Partridge afterward became principal 
of Leicester academy, where he found his 
wife, then one of hia pupils. 
They cele- 


brated their golden wedding some 10years 
ago. Alluding to the days of his boyhood 
Mr. Partridge recalled a iourney from 
Hatfield to the then wilds of New York 
state, as follows: 


When we wanted to make a visit to a 
distant town, we had to harness up a 
horse. 
I remember I made a journey ot 
over 300 miles when I was about 15 years 
old, and drove a one-horse chaise all the 
way. 
Grandmother and grandfather 


wanted to see a daughter that rived in 
Canadaigua, and they did not want to go 
alone, as they were pretty old people. I 
went along as a sort of protection. They 
drove behind in one of those old-fash- 
ioned chaises, and grandmother would 
vary the trip by ridlne; sometimes with 
me and sometimes with grandfather. We 
called that going west then. 
Grand- 
father was a minister, so on the way he 
would put up over night at the houses of 
ministers in the different towns we would 
strike. That was the custom then. The 
ministers visited each other frequently. 
1 had a saddle strapped to my chaise and 
traveled back on a horse." 


It might be added that Mr. Partridge 


was an inveterate horseback rider up to 
91 years of age. He is proud of the fact 
that his grandfather was the second presi- 
dent of the American board, of which Dr. 
Storrs recently resigned the presidency. 
Mr. Partridge remembers when it was 
organized and how his grandfather, re- 
turning from the meeting when he was 
elected, said: "I deem it a greater honor 
to be made president of the American 
board than to have been chosen president 
of the United States."—Springfield Re- 
publican.
